Before many weeks the Clow plant 


will be running a day and night shift, 
according to a statement made Mon- 
day by Supt. Aland, which will mean 
the doubling of the capacity of the 
plant and the employment of a great- 
er number"of men. Mr. Aland said 
that the installing of the night shift 
is entirely up to Pres. Clow, now, 
as he, Mr. Aland, is ready for it 
at any time. He says that the new 
shift will employ about the 
same 


number of men that is now working 
on day shift or a total of about 450 
men as there are about 225 men em- 
ployed on the day shift now. 


The plant now is handling about 


70 ton of pipe each day and with 
the 'installation of the night shift 
the capacity will be doubled so that 
the capacity 
will 
be increased 
to 


about 140 tons per-day. 


The plant has been closed down 


since Saturday night while a second 


big gas producer is being connected 
which will double the capacity 
of 


the present system. The plant re- 
mained closed all day Monday but 
will be running again Tuesday.
